from‘the silk distriots where some. at “least of 
them had boen hoarded far twenty to forty or 
longer years.” 

The ladies’ race which was expected to take 
place at tlie Regatta for Mr. Bde's prize has not 
yat come, off, bat tho prizo hus produced quite an 
aquatic enthusiaam among Indies of this colony, 
rand a rnce took place on Wednesday afternoon 
inside the Breakwater at Canseway Bay, but, we 
understand,'not for his-prise, ‘The ruce was 
contestid by bhrea crews—pairs--ia smal men- 
ofwar's dingies, or beats of that class, und the 
distance was just the length of the Broukwater.

The ratio 
should not ba lower than ‘the average market 
ratio of recent years, nor higher than the formor 
French ratio of oro to 15). So much import- 
ance doss tho Indinn Government attach to tho 
stability of relativa vnlue, that it would not ob- 
juet to any ratio within these limits, and would | 
be willing to undorteke either to maintain the 
present silver stuodard, or to coin both ailver 
und. gold for all comore at a fixed ratio.”

Benumbed with cold they had almoat 
given themselves up for lost, when the Nagato- 
mara fortunately camo along, and Captain Young 
had the sitisfaction of adding two more lives to 
the many he kas alrendy been the means of rescu- 
ing from'a watery grave. We are informed that 
asubscription. for the two men was got upon 
board the Nagato, and ua there happened to be an 
unusually largo ‘number of passengers it raalized 
over 66 yen.

THE CHUNGKING MISSIONARY 
RIOTS. :

T'am-croidibly informed that the claims arising 
ont of the lata. missionary riots in Chungking 
have been settled, the Government agreeing to 
pay as follows-—Tho British Missionaries and 
Conanl ta recsive eighteen thousand tools add ; 
the Americans twenty-three thousand taels; the 
Catholics two hridred and twenty thousand 
taela, The latter seoms a large sum, but con- 
sidoring tho amount of property destroyed, it ia 
by no means excessive; on the contrary, it is. most 
likely it will fall e good way short of remnnera- 
ting them. I-nuderstand thay had eighty odd 
buildings burned or otherwise destroyed. inolud- 
ing several colleges and schools, many churches, 
oxtonsive libraries with books now out of print 
and very raro, which it would be very difficult to 
replace at any price, besides printing-prossos 
and typo of various kinds, i i 

The British claims aro to be paid by the end 
of the year, and thoso of the Catholics within 
five years. Z havo not heard any timo stated as 
to whon tho American claims oro fo bo squared. 
The Chinese have seldom boon so prompt in gat- 
tling anoh matters, but after tho arrival of the 
new Viceroy there was no delay. 

The Provincial Treasurer, who was Acting- 
Viooroy at the timo of tho riots, has ‘been ‘ro- 
placed byanow man. It is exid that the now 
Viceroy has reported tho Changking Acting. 
Taotai, the Prefect, and the District Magistrate 
to Peking. and that they are pretty sure te lose 
their positions ond buttons, if nothing worse 


{| befalls thom. 


It is stipulated that tho leadors ‘of the rioters 
are to ba punished, and, from the amount of 
energy displayod by the Central Government. 
f think it likely that tho stipulation will at 
least be partiolly carriod out, which will 
offoctually~put-a-stop to such oosurranosa in 
fature. Quite a number of tho leaders have 
had their names forwarded to. Poking, and there 
area + many othera well known whom thera 
will not be the slightest diffoulty in arresting. 

Tho now Vicoroy is a coinection by marriage 
of Li Hong-chang; and has doubtless had private 
inatructions from him. Chungking is now in 
communication with the ontside world, the 
telegraph being completed thereto.—Mereury 
Correspondent.

The recent’ finding of a Naval Court on tho 
supposed loss of the Piuinmeller suggests the 
old question~-Is it advisable to legislate for the 
amount of cargo thatshouldbe considered a max 
imum load for a vessel in terms of her diaplace- 
ment or not register tonnage? Experts-ara now 
pretty well agread that theonly wayofestimating 
the tounage which 5 vessel should carry, and at 
the same tine ofproventing ships specially cou- 
structed from core ring moro cargo than tho laws 
eoutemplata, would to bago the ostimate on 
the displacement, This could be. effected by 
rendering. it compulsory on every vessel to ba 
registered, surveyed, avd measured, aud farther 
rendering i+ penal to losd bayond maximum 
mean draught, which oould always easily 
cheoked..by compelling the scale of fost to be 
paitited at cach aide, ag is the onstqm now. . The 
probable consequence of such 8 measure from a 
Lconunercisl’ point. of view, is ‘another matter. 
Bvidently the carrying capacity of British vessels 
wonld thus )+ limited to a fized standard, and 
they would bo placed at a sortaindisadvantagovis- 
due ships of other nationalities. Their freight 
would be necessarily bigher than it now is 
and rivals would inoritably take advantage of 
this by reducing their rates so that the amount 
they carried in excess of British oraft of the 
same tonnage would just allow them to ran 
their vessels ata bare profit, and thus compel 
the British to run theirs at loss or abandon 
competition, From this point. of viow it sooms 
as though we must still continue to rely on the 
judgment of tho masters of vessela.

Thig would 
ba more expecially ‘the case if the coal was 
very small or ‘dusty, such af a considorablé 
portion of Japanese “val often is, In that event, 
eatimates-based on thedisplacomont of the vos- 
aol, prosuming tho coal to bo dry whon woighod, 
would avidently be more or less misleading. In 
fast 13 tang ware allowed by the Japanese offi- 
cials on that account. Anothor noticsable point 
is that the enquiries made seam to have ignured 
tho possibility of the cargo shifting, and thus 
cansing a dangerous list. Probably tho Naval

" On the whole, the finding will doubtless have 
struck the mercantile cémmunity os somewhat 
bald. It was not proved that the unfortunate 
ship was actually overloaded; but only that 
thera is atrong presumptive evidence to that 
effect. Moreover, no opinion was given as'to 
where she might be sesrohod for with the most 
reasonable chance of success supposing her to 
bo-still afloat._Again, the quastions asked with. 
resprat to the displacamont of the vessol, 
and what should be considered 4 safe maximum 
cargo to o1 for a iven displacement, elicited 
very little information that could be considered 
trustworthy aso guido in loading, but tended 
rather to show that in practice the maximum 
load: of o vessel differs with tho mastor who 
commands bor.. Tho oatimates given varied 
from twive the register tonnage, inclasive of 
bunker coal and stores requisite forcthe voyago 
to twice the royister tonnage, plus ‘bunker, 
eoal and’ plus  cerfain surplus, fixed, in 
the caso of the Platnumtiller, at 200 ‘tons. 
In_ other words, while somo persous held 
that 2,392 fons wanld bea sufficient, load; others 
thought that 2,744 tons might be safely carried 
— difference of 352 tons. In works on naval 
arobitecture, the maximam load. is put at from. 
one and a half to twice the register tonnage, in- 
elusive of bnoker coal. Again, referring to 
Tables for Frechoard by Lloyd's Register, as 
quoted at the Inquiry; it-appoars that the 
Plainmelter should-have had a freeboard of: 5ft. 
fin., giving ay co-efviout of fineness °75, and ag 
reserve of buoyancy 29.5 por cent. According to 
one witness, called as on oxport, the reserve 
of buoyancy of the Plainmeller was 293 “inches” 
when: carrying 2,550 tong of sargo (inolusive af 
bnnker coal). This, he said, would give her 5 foet 
and 4 sn inch of freebourd, and an additional 100 
tons of cargo (or a total of 2,650 tons) would 
have sadurad her wooorvo of buoyancy to 10 
“inches.” The same witness. in a sufmequent 
atatement, spoke of the -yessel as baving 20 
“inches” of reserve buoyancy, with a total cargo 
of 2,542 tonea,and o freeboard of & fat 4 inches, 
Tho diserepancs is not surprising in view of the 
fact that mental calculations wore irivolyed. But 
the meiJiod of astimating the rasarve of bnoyancy 
by tiolied fs perplexing. If the witness meant 
to speak of percentage, uot, of inches, the 
variation in bis statements becomes very glaring. 
If, on tho othor hand, he really spoke of inches, 
an easy calenlation, shows that he placed tha re- 
serva of buoyancy at only 1h por cont. of the 
displacement, which is considerably below tho 
lowest’ limit considered ‘safe by competent 
outhoritios.

THE FOOD OF OHINA. 


pacity acca 
Tho graatest part of the soil of China which 
ig onltivated is devoted to the production of-food 
There are no flooks or heris,and (he areas devot- 
ed to cotton and mulberry are very emall com- 
pared to tho extontof the ompire. Of the two 
unired and fifty or sixty millions of China three- 
fifths live on rica, and two-fifths on small millet 
and wheat. Inthe dry dusty soil of the Northern 
provinces millet and ‘whest grow well and form 
the food of the inbabitants ; in the moist soil and 
hot olimate of-South Ohina rico prospers 
and forms the chief produco and food of 
the people, Tioctor Dudgeon, in hia in. 
teresting work on Diet, Dress, and Dwellings 
of the Chiness, included in tho publications of 
the Healthories Pxhibition, has minutely dosorib- 
ed the food of China. He has pointed out, for 
example, how very fally theChinese have adopted 
a combination of foods giving a due proportion of 
‘starch and sugar which supsly heat, with fish and 
the seeds of leguminous plants which supply 
flesh. Rice and fish in the Bonth correspond to 
maillot and boans in tho North. Whorevor they 


store enough to keap them healthy and strong. 
‘The beanourd is to us insipid, and the rice bow! 
with its tiny socompaniment of sour vegetable 
and dried figh looks far. from inviting, but it 
muat bo romiombered that these fow articles are 
the solution of a great problem, the problem how 
fo keap a healthy. mind in a healthy body. ‘The 
Chinaman with his cheap dinuer is not to be 
dospised. He knows how to keep his body in 
working condition xo as to be able to support his 
family by bis oxortiona, For this~purpose rive, 
fish, beans, and vegetables ara quite sufficient. 
North China has'‘s’cold winter and the rivers 
arb frozen to a depth of eight inches thick. 
This, however, wheat can bear, and it is sown 
there in autuan as much as in “more towperate 
climates. Flour is very- much valued by ‘the 
ople ag a sort af food to alternate with millet. 
io Poking the tribate rise from the South ocn- 
stitutes half of the food of the people, and wheat 
flour with vegetables and animal food the other 
half—-In-the country round -Poking'the tribute 
vios is not found.
